service and all persons seeking admission therato d&nd impartial

treatment.

Sec.401.3 Merit System Principles

As applied to employee classifications under thepetitive civil service
selection, appointment and removal procedures.

The principles of the City and County’s meritteys include:

1) Recruitment, employment, retention, and promotibreraployees on
the basis of qualifications and performance; and

2) High performance and ethical standards, consisteith hiring
qualified individuals who have successfully cometktthe examination
process, been placed on an eligible list and caebl¢he probationary
period.

Further, it is the goal and policy of the Civil 8iee Commission to provide
fair treatment of applicants in all aspects of esgpient without regard to
race, religion, national origin, ethnicity, agesahility, gender identity,
political affiliation, sexual orientation, ancestrynarital or domestic
partnership status, parental status, color, medaicadition, and otherwise
prohibited nepotism or favoritism.
